They received it from the 
president last night at a dinner and 
conference at the W hite House. 
It will b e/given inform ally to tho 
senate by speeches from administra­ 
tion leaders. 
Absolute 
freedom to 
make 
public every 
detail of 
la st 
night’s 
conference 
was 
explicitly 
given every one attending it. 
At the very outset the president 
invited full, frank discussion of the 
league by congress and the country. 
The president <lid not take up the 
league constitution article by article 
and expound it, nor did he make a 
-peech. 
He 
invited 
questions and 
then answered them. 
In view of the president'.- evident 
desire that congress and the people 
get all possible information concern­ 
ing workings of the projected league, 
those attending the dinner and con­ 
ference talked freely today. 
The president’s interpretation as 
it api>eared to the committee mem­ 
bers and 
stated by them to the 
United Press, is given herew ith: 
The president believes the league 
extends the Monroe doctrine to the 
entire worldand thus would strength­ 
en instead of weaken or destroy this 
traditional American policy. 
The provision for states m anda­ 
tory to supervise, guide and guard 
former colonies o f Germany or her 
allies does not compel any nation to 
assum e 
the 
task 
o f 
mandatory 
against its will. 
In 
this connection, 
the president 
-tated, according to committee mem­ 
bers, that numerous requests have 
been made that the United States 
net as mandatory in the cases of a 
number of countries. 
But it will be 
with the greatest reluctance that this 
country under take such work, the 
president is quoted a s saying. 
Ho 
indicated, it w as stated that if this 
country does become a mandatory, 
Armenia is likely to be the object 
of our care. 
The mandatory plan was adopted, 
committee members quoted the presi­ 
dent as saying, because of the ob­ 
vious difficulties o f outright annexa­ 
tions. 
Effective disarmament in the pres­ 
ident’s view as stated by members 
depends upon (I ) The good faith 
and honor o f nations o f the league 
and 
(2) enforcement o f the prov­ 
ision against general private m anu­ 
facture o f arms, munitions and war 
material. 
Each nation to be the judge of the 
program necessary for its own s a fe ­ 
ty and it Is here, in the president's 
view that unless absolute good faith 
is shown, disarmament will not be 
com pletely effective. 
But the pro­ 
vision limiting 
production of 
war 
material will, in his opinion, aid d is­ 
armament by nreveuting the equip­ 
ping o f a huge army or su p e r-armv. 
Nothing in the constitution, he is 
quoted a< saying, prevents the train­ 
ing o f any number of men, but they 
do not 
constitute an 
army unless 
armed and equipped. 
The president impressed his hear­ 
ers w'ith the fact that once the pro­ 
gram for any nation has been rati­ 
fied, that nation cannot o f its own 
motion increase the program w ith­ 
out flying into the face of its solemn 
ledge as a league member.

Italy Is now 
Included In the war 
work of the American Y. W. C. A. 
Miss Mabel W arner of Salina, Kan., 
and Chicago left P aris a few days ago 
for Rome, w here she will be in charge 
of a Hostess House for American girls 
employed there by the American Red 
Cross, the em bassy and the new Tu- 
berenlosis ('ommission. 
Miss W arner 
lias been director of the Y. W. C. A. 
H ostess House at Brest, France. 
Miss W arner will open a tea room ! 
anti club rooms where the American j p 
women can 
g a t h e r for social times. ! 
Rome is harboring a refuse population 
of about 40.0it'i and accommodations j 
are difficult to find. 
The work in Rome was started as a 
direct result of the appeal of Miss 
Charlotte Niven, ■ch'1 of the National 
Y. W. C. A. secretaries of Italy, who is 
spending a few m onths in France as 
advisor in flu* French work. 
Miss Niven’s dream s of Y. W. C. A. 
work in Italy include tile m aintenance 
of a residence for non-Italian women, 
who, she feels, will come to Italy in 
great numbers after the w ar to study 
music and arf. 
“I believe at this time such a project 
is particularly im portant because wo­ 
men from other countries should he 
encouraged to come to Italy to replace 
the great num bers of German women 
who flooded Italy in the past, m any of 
them paid agents of their govern­ 
m ent,” Miss Niven said in discussing 
her plans. 
Miss Niven has asked the American 
Y. W. C. A. to aid the Italian Associa­ 
tion in establishing a center, perhaps 
at Genoa, wdth two American secrets 
ries, with physical and recreational 
training, to act as a training school for 
Italian women. 
In connection with it 
b er plan would include a Hostess House 
for girls passing through the city or 
employed there. 
Such a center would 
become eventualy tile center for all 
Y. W. C. A. work in Italy, both Italian 
and foreign. 
In her formal appeal for help for the 
Unione C rlstiana Delle Giovanl (the 
Italian 
nam e 
for 
Young 
Women’s 
Christian Association) Miss Niven has 
emphasized two facts, tile poverty of 
the Italian Association on the one hand 
and the need and opportunity on the 
other for an American program in 
Italy at the present time. 
Miss Niven’s favorite way of illus­ 
tratin g the friendliness of the Italian 
woman to America is by telling the 
story of the Italian m other who said 
she had taken down the picture of the 
M adonna which had hung for many 
years over her bed • nd was putting in 
its place one of President Wilson. 
“ 'n our work in the Unione we have 
la m e d trained leadership as well as 
the m aterial resources to give such 
training. 
We have had no means to 
buy modern equipment. 
Consequently 
we have not the visible results of 
American and British work. 
“Feeble as our work may he, It is 
not useless. 
Many girls in all parts of 
Italy have told 
us how much the 
Unione m eant in their lives. 
Italian 
girls are touchingly grateful for tile 
sm allest efforts. 
They respond eagerly 
to friendliness. 
“There is no other agency doing in 
Italy w hat the association is trying to 
do.” 
Miss Niven has spent the past seven 
years in work with the Italian women, 
starting as d irector of a hostel, or 
hoarding home for Italian women stu ­ 
dents, at Florence. 
She is an Ameri­ 
can from New York, where she was 
onetime head of the Christadora Set­ 
tlem ent House.

With Hie due date for Income T axes 
only a few weeks away, the collection 
of this far-reaching tax on 1918 in­ 
comes has started off with a bang. 
Everybody Is figuring income tax. 
Payments and sw orn statem ents of 
income must reach Internal Revenue 
offices on or before March 15, and there 
are severe penalties for delinquency. 
Residents of Indiana will m ake re­ 
turns and pay th eir taxes to P e te r J. 
Kruyer, Collector of Internal R evenue. 
Indianapolis, or to Isaac It. St rouse, 
T erre Haute, or to any of the deputy 
collectors who are now doing fret* a d ­ 
visory work on Income Fax. 
“ Pay your Incom e Tax by March 
15,” is the slogan of the Internal R eve­ 
nue Bureau, 
which has sent every 
m ailable officer I n t o the field to help 
the public to understand the require­ 
ments and to prepare the returns. 


Who M ust Make Return. 
It Is estim ated th a t many thousands 
of single and m arried persons In this 
section of the United States who have 
never before m ade annual returns are 
required to do so this year. 
Income tax re tu rn s must he m ade 
between now and M arch fT5 by persons 
who come under the following classifi­ 
cations : 
Any unmai ried person whose 1918 
net income w as $1,000 or over. 
W id­ 
ows and widowers, divorcees and m a r­ 
ried persons who ore living ap art from 
their husbands or wives, are for the 
purposes of the Income Tax classed 
os unmarried. 
Anv m arried person living with wife 
or husband whose 1918 net income w as 
$2,000 or o \er. 
TI e income of both 
husband and wife must be considered, 
together with the earnings of m inor 
children, If any. 


Revenue Bureau Offers Aid. 
Each person in the United States 
who is in eittier of these classification® 
must get busy at once if penalties are 
to he avoided. 
Ile should secure a 
blank Form IOU) A for reporting net 
income up to $5,000, or Form 1040 if 
Ids net income exceeded that am ount. 
Form s are being distributed by Collec­ 
tors and their Deputies, al>o by banks. 
By following th e instruction® on the 
forms a correct return can he prepared 
a t home. 
If a person needs advice or 
ald, the Deputy Collectors in the field 
will furnish this without Charge. 
The new Revenue law places th e In­ 
come Tax duty on citizens and resi­ 
dents. 
The Internal Revenue B ureau 
Is sending Its men to work right w ith 
the public to get the tax and the re­ 
turn s In. 
W ith active co-operation, 
every tax due March 15 will he paid 
and every return required by law will 
be In the Revenue offices ou time. 


Exemptions Allowed. 
A single person is allowed a personal 
exemption of $1,090. 
If he Is su pp ort­ 
ing in his household relatives who are 
dependent upon him. he may claim (he 
statu s of the head of a family who has 
the same exemption as if married. 
A m arried person, who lives with 
wife or husband. Is allowed a personal 
exemption of $2,000. 
The head of a 
family is entitled to claim a sim ilar 
personal exemption. 
An additional exemption of $200 is 
allowed for each person under eighteen 
or Incapable of self support, who was 
dependent upon and received his chief 
support from the taxpayer. 
A husband and wife living together 
are entitled to but one personal ex­ 
emption of $2,000. 
If they make sep­ 
arate returns, the exemption may be 
claimed by either or divided. 
Accuracy Required. 
Absolute accuracy is necessary In 
making up income figures. 
Any p e r­ 
son who is w orking for wages should 
find out exactly how much he received 
during the whole year 1918. 
Fee®, 
bank interest, bond Interest, dividends, 
rents received, and ail oilier items 
must 
he 
reported 
correctly. 
Mere 
guesses are not accepted, for they are 
unjust alike to the taxpayer and the 
Government, and defeat the proper a d ­ 
m inistration of tin1 law.

mediately Mayor Burkart announced 
he would 
veto 
the 
ordinance and 
presented his reasons in writing with 
the clerk for entry on the minutes; 


Before the 
ordinance was called 
up on third reading John M. Lewis. 
c ity attorney, 
told 
the councilmen 
that in view* of the 
wide publicity 
that has been given the case, lie de­ 
ic e d to m a k e r s position clear. “I 
have never been personally interest­ 
ed and am 
not 
now 
interested in 
wdiat yon gentlemen 
do 
with this 
ordinance/' lie 
said. 
“ I 
prepared 
tin1 ordinance at the request of the 
councilmen and in doing so acted iii 
the capacity of city attorney. 
What 
action i-

IvewIs then dwelt 
at some length 
on th A question of the legality of the 
■ordinance. 
He 
said 
that when a 
court construes a - ta tate it may look 
hack to tho conditions which existed 
at tin* time it wa- enacted.

ferred 
to the 
circumstances sur­ 
rounding the enactment .of the law 
which gives a city council authority 
to combine the offices of city clerk 
and treasurer. 
Formerly 
the 
city 
treasurer 
was required 
to collect 
city klxes, he 
said, 
but 
later tin­ 
work was transferred to the county 
treasurer and the need for such a 
cit} official became small. 
In 1917, 
he declared, the state legislature took 
up the proposal to combine the two 
offices in cities 
of 
the 
fifth chis-. 
The law was prepared and was post­ 
poned from time 
to 
time, he said. 
In the meantime, the spring prim ar­ 
ies were in progress and candidates 
for nominations for clerk and treas­ 
urer did not know what action would 
be taken 
relative 
to 
the proposed 
bill. 
The legislature 
then 
decided 
that inasmuch as the candidates had 
announced and had incurred the ex­ 
pense 
incident 
to 
the 
campaign, 
it 
decided 
to 
callet 
the 
law, 
but added a clause that it should not 


I m * effective where any nomination 
had been made. 
He said that in his 
opinion tin* legislature 
intended to 
give cities the right to combine tin* 
two offices when a vacancy existed, 
if the council 
decided 
to take that 
action. 


Judge Lewis di-eus-ed the objec­ 
tion that the salary of the city clerk 
could not be raised during his term 
of office. 
He declared that he had 
never given an opinion to any one 
that the salary of any city official 
could be raised during the term of 
office and recalled 
that 
when the 
m atter of increasing the pay of tin* 
chief of police 
was 
presented last 
itll he told the councilmen that under 
the law the 
salary 
specified in the 
ordinance passed before the present 
council went into power would have 
lo stand for a period of four years. 
The state board of accounts, he said, 
was asked if “ the salary of a city 
official could be changed during his 
term of office’’ and 
the 
board an- 
swered the query 
iii 
the negative. 
There has never been any contention 
as to this point, he said. Judge Lew­ 
is discussed 
the 
phrase “ provided 
that such ordinance shall not be ef­ 
fective as to any incumbent of, or 
person duly nominated for or elected 
to, either of such offices at the time 
-ach ordinance 
is passed." 
There 
has been 
much 
said 
and written 
about the word 
“effective" in con­ 
nection with this statute, and it is 
contended 
by 
some 
that 
it 
in- 
validates the ordinance, he said. R e ­ 
ferring to a definition in an accepted 
law dictionary he pointed out that it 
means the result that it will produce 
in the relative lights of the incum­ 
bent. 
He declared that the relative 
rights of the clerk are not interfered 
with, th at nothing belonging to him 
i- taken away from him by the ordi­ 
nance. 
The treasurer, of course, is 
not considered a s he 
had resigned 
before the ordinance was presented. 
He pointed out 
that while the law 
provided that the salary of the clerk 
could not be increased, it was pro­ 
vided by the statute that he could be 
given additional pay for serving as 
clerk of the board of public works. 
This pay is permitted, he said, for 
the extra services demanded of the

Lewis declared that the appointment I 
of a city treasurer or city clerk is 
en ti rely different from that of chiel 
of police, board 
of health 
or civil 
engineer. 
The last named officials, 
he said, are under the control of the 
mayor. 
Ile ha- the right to appoint 
ami discharge 
them, although 
they 
work under the direction of* the co ic­ 
ed. 
In the ca-e of the trea-urer or 
elerk, the 
law 
prorides 
that the 
mayor may 
make tin* 
apimintment 
hut 
the council 
must approve 
it. 
The appointment is vested in both the 
mayor and the council, the attorney 
said, and they must aet in conjunc­ 
tion.
